$  3,972.00  for  Town  Welfare  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  purchase  and  maintenance  of  forest  fire  equipment. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$311.97  for  Town  Road  Assistance. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  incur  interest  expense  of  not  more 
than  $525.00. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$75.00  for  a  contingency  fund. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,500.00  for  summer  and  $6,500.00  for  winter  road  maintenance. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$96.50  to  support  the  Mental  Health  Service  Program  of  Monadnock 
Family  and  Mental  Health  Service. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,558.67  for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction. 
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Selectmen's  Comment: 

These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the 
Highway  Subsidy  Fund  for  work  on  Class  V  and  Class  II  highways. 
The  appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly 
expended,  a  vote  is  required. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,337.52  for  maintenance  of  Class  V  highways. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

This  is  a  special  fund  allocated  to  small  towns  called  the  "Duncan 
Fund"  to  be  used  only  for  road  maintenance  on  Class  V  roads.

These 
funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds 
available  for  planning  purposes. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$25.00  for  other  operating  expenses  of  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Board. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150.00  for  emergency  assistance  to  Town  Poor. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$250.00  to  be  paid  for  dump  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$753.50  as  its  fair  share  of  stand-by  costs  for  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's 
Ambulance  Service. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budget 
appropriations  in  the  amount  indicated:  and,  further  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  pro-rata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated 
entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action  thereon:

REPORT  OF  THE  ROXBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

1982 

During  the  calendar  year,  1982,  the  Town  of  Roxbury  Planning  Board 
met  on  eight  occasions,  including  its  regular  meetings,  two  Public 
Hearings  and  two  special  meetings. 

Changes  in  the  Zoning  and  Building  regulations  in  the  Flood  Plain  were 
voted  on  and  passed  at  a  Public  Hearing.  A  preliminary  existing  land  use 
report  and  a  statistical  and  historical  report  were  prepared  with  the 
assistance  of  the  SWRPC,  to  be  added  to  the  Master  Plan.  A  "Site  Plan 
Review"  was  conducted  on  a  building  lot  on  the  Branch  Road  to  avoid 
possible  access  and  runoff  problems  at  a  later  date.  One  subdivision 
request  was  submitted  but  later  withdrawn. 

Regular  meeting  of  the  Roxbury  Planning  Board  will  be  held  on  the 
Third  Wednesday  of  every  month;  March  16,  May  18,  July  20,  Sept.  21, 
Nov.  16,  1983  and  Jan,  18,  1984.

This  year,  another  officer  was  appointed  to  the  Roxbury  N.H. 
Police  Department.  This  is  Deputy  Chief  Neal  F.  Collier.  Neal  has  since 
been  Certified  through  the  N.H.  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  as 
a  Part-Time  Officer.    Neal  was  appointed  in  July  of  this  year. 

Du€  to  the  uncertainity  of  Marlborough  PD  covering  the  Town,  the  first 
part  of  the  year  was  not  very  productive  for  this  department.  However, 
when  I  was  advised  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  arrangement  with 
Marlborough  had  not  worked  out.  I  started  to  form  a  new.  more 
efficient  Police  Department.  This  included  more  patrol  time,  better 
response  to  calls,  and  more  availability  of  police  officers. 

Neal  and  1  got  together  and  formed  a  basic  schedule  allowing  for  police 
assistance  when  needed  by  the  townspeople.  My  schedule  rotates  every  7 
weeks  but  Neal's  stays  the  same.    This  makes  him  available  at  night  even 
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when  I  am  working.  We  also  made  a  staggered  schedule  for  patroling  in 
the  Town.  This  allows  the  element  of  surprise  to  work  for  us.  No  one 
knows  when  we  will  be  running  radar  and  where  we  will  be  located.  This 
makes  drivers  more  cautious  and  always  on  guard.  We  have  tripled  the 
amount  of  motor  vehicle  stops  in  the  town  and  have  made  16  motor 
vehicle  arrests  from  July  to  December. 

On  Monday  nights,  usually  one  of  us  is  at  the  Meetinghouse  to  talk  to 
people  with  problems  in  the  Town.  We  have  noticed  that  it  is  hard  to 
talk  to  us  in  confidence  due  to  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  Selectmens' 
office.  To  solve  this  problem,  we  have  started  construction  on  an  office 
for  the  Police  Department.  This  is  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  We  are 
building  this  on  our  own  with  our  labor  and  materials.  This  will  make  a 
better  place  to  discuss  problems  in  a  confidential  way  and  also  allow  a 
centralized    location  for  police  reports  and  other  information. 

Along  with  better  coverage  in  patroling  the  town,  also  last  year  there 
was  an  increase  of  complaints,  doubling  the  amount  received  last  year. 
This  was  done  in  6  months  instead  of  a  full  year.  This  shows  that  with 
the  second  officer  better  coverage  does  result. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  people  in  the  town  are  reporting 
things  that  look  suspicious  to  them  and  I  hope  that  this  continues.  Many 
calls  come  in  as  a  Crime  Check.  This  means  the  person  calls  but  does  not 
leave  a  name.  Most  calls  go  through  Mutual  Aid.  Some  however,  call  me 
at  home.  This  is  OK  but  it  is  much  more  effective  if  the  call  goes  through 
Mutual  Aid.  They  can  most  always  get  a  hold  of  one  of  us.  If  you  decide 
to  give  a  Crime  Check  call,  please  give  all  the  necessary  information  to  the 
dispatcher.  Also,  bear  in  mind  that  if  we  do  not  have  your  name,  we  can 
not  get  back  in  touch  with  you  and  advise  you  of  the  results  of  our 
investigation  of  the  incident  you  reported.

1982  -  1983 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  was 
held  on  March  6,  1982.

March  9,  1982 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Selectman  Richard  L.  Whipple  at 
7:00  p.m.  In  absence  of  Moderator  David  C.  Brown,  Mary  Brown  was 
appointed  Moderator  pro  temp.  Selectmen  Robert  G.  Pyne,  William  L. 
Yardley  and  Richard  L.  Whipple  were  present.  Of  the  93  registered 
voters,  30  were  present  and  voted. 

Article  1.     To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

SELECTMAN:  30  votes  cast.  Of  these,  William  Yardley  received  27  and 
Michael  Neylan  received  3.    William  Yardley  elected. 

TOWN  TREASURER:  30  votes  cast.  Of  these,  Mary  Brown  received  29 
and  Gladys  Blanchard  received  1.    Mary  Brown  Elected. 

TAX  COLLECTOR:  29  votes  cast.    Priscilla  Yardley  elected. 

TOWN  CLERK:  30  votes  cast.    Reese  Every  elected. 

AUDITOR:  19  votes  cast.  Of  these,  Oliver  Derby  received  17,  William 
Yardley  received  1,  and  David  Brown  received  1.    Oliver  Derby  Elected. 

TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS:  22  votes  cast.  Of  these,  Reese  Every 
received  14,  Alpheus  White  received  6,  Priscilla  Yardley  received  1,  and 
Oliver  Derby  received  1.    Reese  Every  elected. 

SEXTON:  25  votes  cast.  Of  these,  Reese  Every  received  18,  Edward 
Cormier  received  4,  Alpheus  White  received  2,  and  Richard  Donohue 
received  1.    Reese  Every  elected. 

Article  1.  voting  also  included  a  proposed  amendment  to  Roxbury 
Building  Regulations  pertaining  to  flood  plain  district  and  a  proposed 
amendment  to  Roxbury  Zoning  Ordinance  relative  to  the  flood  plain 
district.  29  votes  were  cast  on  each  of  these  proposed  amendments.  Of 
these,  each  received  21  votes  for  YES  and  each  received  8  votes  for  NO.

Selectman 
Richard  Whipple  explained  that  Article  4  relates  to  this  Article  and 
provided  details  regarding  services  available  from  the  Marlborough,  N.H. 
Police  Department.  Further  information  was  provided  by  the  Marl- 
borough Police  Department  sergeant  present  at  this  meeting.  Motion 
carried. 
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Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  the  Police  Department 
of  Marlborough,  N.H.  to  provide  a  full  range  of  police  services  to  the 
Town  of  Roxbury,  including  daily  patrols  and  other  normal  police 
functions. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

As  previously  voted,   the   Selectmen   have  authorization  to  appoint   a 
police  officer.  In  as  much  as  the  suggested  appointment  involves  coverage 
from  another  town,  the  Selectmen  feel  obligated  to  request  the  Town's 
approval.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of     $200.00  for  purchase   and   maintenance  of  forest  fire  equipment. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rasie  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $313.24  for  Town  Road  Assistance.    Motion  carried. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $200.00  for  upkeep  of  cemeteries.    Motion  carried. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  incur  interest  expense  of  not 
more  than  $650.00.  Dr.  Benson  suggested  the  possibility  of  collecting 
taxes  on  a  semi-annual  basis.  A  brief  discussion  followed  but  no  decision 
was  made.    Motion  carried. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $100.00  for  a  contingency  fund.    Motion  carried. 

Article  11.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  for  summer  and  $7,500.00  for  winter  road  maintenance. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $96.50  to  support  the  mental  health  service  program  of  Monadnock 
Family  and  Mental  Health  Service.    Motion  carried. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4660.44  for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction. 

Selectmen's  Comments: 

These  funds  for  expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the 
Highway  Subsidy  Fund  for  work  on  Class  IV  and  II  highways.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended, 
a  vote  is  required.    Motion  carried. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5980.37  for  maintenance  of  Class  V  highways. 

Selectmen's  Comment: 

This  is  a  special  fund  allocated  to  small  towns  called  the  "Duncan 
Fund",  to  be  used  only  for  road  maintenance  of  Class  V  roads.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended, 
a  vote  is  required.    Motion  carried. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $169.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission.  The  funds 
to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation  expenses,  planning,  studies, 
technical  assistance,  and  other  programs  of  the  Commission.

After  a  brief  discussion  regarding  proper  disposal  of  any 
firewood  which  may  be  available  from  trees  taken  down,  it  was  decided 
the  matter  would  be  taken  up  with  the  person  hired  to  do  the  job  in  order 
to  retrieve  proper  value.  Distribution  of  the  wood  to  a  needy  Town 
resident  is  also  a  possibility.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  two  parcels  of  land 
bordering  the  Town  Hall  property  in  consideration  for  a  water  line 
easement  from  Herbert  and  Hazel  Russell.  Selectman  Whipple,  using  a 
wall  map,  explained  the  land  involved  and  the  requirement  for  an 
easement  to  be  provided  for  a  water  line  to  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Russell's  if  the  land  is  acquired.    Motion  carried. 

Article  25.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the 
said  meeting. 

The  problem  of  who  has  responsibility  for  maintenance  of  water  lines 
along  Middletown  Road  was  discussed.  No  beneficial  suggestions  were 
made  to  resolve  an  apparent  stand-off  between  some  residents  and  the 
City  of  Keene. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Middletown  Road  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  a  bad  curve  was  discussed  by  Selectmen  Yardley  and  Whipple. 

The  Town  Meeting  House  custodian  requested  guidelines  for  renting  the 
hall  for  special  occasions.
